Armistice,—the s'xteenth. Remembrance Day, as we have’ come most ap- 
propriately to call November 11, falling on’ a Sunday as it did. this year, 
was observed by hundreds of thousands of people in nations all over the 
world.- From the pulpits of churches of all religious. denominations Peace 
Sermons were preached and the horribleness and brutality of war vividly 
depicted and unanimously condemned.

By a majority of 402 votes ex-May- 
on Joseph A. “Fighting Joe” Clarke, 
the Independent Labor Party’s candi- 
date, was elected mayor of the-city of 
Edmonton for the 1934-35 term, suc- 
ceeding Mayor Daniel K. Knott. May- 
or Clarke and ex-Alderman J. H. Og- 
ilivie, C.G.A. contestant, battled the 
vote from start to finish. 

Mr. Ogilivié and: the new mayor 
staged one of the greatest election 
fights of the city, as a new record 
number of electors, 27,683, turned out 
and cast their ballots. 

Mr, Clarke: polled a total of 9,977 
votes to 9,575 for Mr. Ogilvie. Ex- 
mayor Knott, running under the 'Can- 
adian Labor Party banner, received 
5,996 votes.
